Opening Address by Dr. 
Weizmann 


“PALESTINE AS A JEWISH 
STATE ”—NOW 


Some hundred répresentatives of various Zionis! 
Federations from a number of countries attended 
the Conference of the World Zionist Organisation 
which opened on Wednesday afternoon at the 
Royal College of Physicians, Queen's Square, W.C. 

The opening session was public and the Examina- 
tion Hall in which the proceedings are being held 
was crowded to capacity. 

The largest delegation came from Palestine and 


the next largest from the U'°S.A: There were 
delegates from the British Dominions. from 5 
America, and from practically all the liberated 
countries, and from Egypt, Tunis, Algiers, and 
Morocco. Besides Dr. Weizmann, the delegaics 
included Dr. Stephen Wise, Mr. Ben-Gurion, Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver, Mr. ‘Isaac Grunbaum, Mr. 
Louis Lipsky, Mr. Moshe Shertok, and Pro- 
Protessor 8S. Brodetsky. 

The proceedings opened with a prayer for the 


Jewish dead by the Senior Jewish Chaplain, Rabbi 
1. Brodie 

Dr. Weizmann, who received an ovation, gave 
the opening address. The European tragedy, he 
said, stood out as. a fearful vindication of the 
truth of Zionist teaching. What had happened to 
our people in Europe had not and could not have 
happened to any people on the face of the earth 
who were secure in the possession of a country 
of their own. Would the lesson of the recurrent 
Jewish cataclysm be learnt at last? The: Jewish 
people will not achieve its “ freedom from fear. ~ 
save by the re-establishment. of is staichood in 
Palestine. The words of Herzl. that “ the Jewish 
State is a world need” had never been more 
incisively true than they are to-day. A new policy 
for Palestine, opening the way : 
prehensive solution of the Jewish problem, is the 
imperative need of the hour. The cardinal element! 
of that policy must be the acceptance of the Jewish 
‘claim to statehood in the one country in the world 
which the Jewish people could call its own; the 
recognition of the Jewish right to free immigration 
and settlement in Palestine and the adoption ol

An Appeal to the Big Three 


If it had not been for the impediments placed in 
by the White Paper policy, tens of 
thousands more Jews might have been saved. The 
White Paper set a gulf between the British Govern- 
ment and the Jewish people. Their appeal went out 
to all the United Nations, and more especially to the 
two major Allies of Britain, the U.S. and the 


SS.R.. on whose harmonious collaboration the 


hopes of the world were pinned to-day, and who in 
that very hour were met to mould the world’s des- 
tinies, to give their approval and active support for 
the righting of an ancient wrong. 

The immigration quota under the White Paper, he 
continued, was practically exhausted. . Were they to 
read over the gates of Palestine: “ No Jews need 
apply"? 

“ Many urgent questions,” said Dr. Weizmann, 
*“ crowded the international agenda, and the ten- 
dency to postpone the solution of our problem 
may not be surprising. But we cannot wait ”’ 
(applause). Delay, he said,»meant the prolonga- 


tion of agony for the Jewish survivors in Europe, 


crystallisation of the situation in Palestine, grow- 
ing tensions and finally a crisis. Unless there 


was a clear lead, the position was bound to 
deteriorate. “ Our people in Europe are going 
under while in the Middle East new facts. are 


being created which are calcuated to prejudge 
the issue. Et cannot be expected that a_peopie 
should look with equanimity on the agony of 
their brothers who have survived so fearful a 
holocaust and on the liquidation of their National 
Home, whose foundation has been laid wiih so 
much. devotion,” effort, and sacrifice. May I be 
permitted to say that these words are spoken by 
a man for whom co-operation with His Majesty's 
Government has been a fundamental article of 
faith and who for the last 28 years has con- 
sistently preached forbearance in our relations with 
Great Britain. 

* Most urgent of all is the question of immi- 
Our proposals on the major political 
issue have been submitted to H.M. Government 
two comprehensive memoranda of October, 
1944, and May, 1945.

YISHUV AND NEW 
GOVERNMENT 


A Cautious Approach 


When the first flush of exhilaration over Labour's 
victory in Britain faded (our Jerusalem correspon- 
dent reports) many members of the Yishuv—of 
whose 600,000 souls at least a third hold strong 
Socialist views—turned to a more sober appre- 
ciation of the prospect of the materialisation of 
Zionist aspirations which, with the first announce- 
ment of the Labour landslide, was generally 
regarded as a foregone conclusion. 

Ihe more sanguine clements belicve that some 
inter pronouncement on Palestine policy may 
be made before the end of this year; the less san- 
guine, but unsubdued optimists, hope for an indica- 
tion Of Palestine’s future by the time of Parha- 
ments Easter recess: confirmed sceptics such as 
myself will be pleasantly surprised if any concrete 
acuion is taken. within the next 18 months, despite 
the Labour Party's promises and assurances, which 
have been much quoted m the past few days in the 
local Hebrew press.

whether Labour will move swiftly slowly or 
definitely in the direction of the revision ol 
Palestine policy, which would imevitably mean 
scrappmg the 1939 White Paper. The new Labour 
Cabinet will most probably rely upon the advice of 
the Permanent Under-Secretaries and principals of 
the Colonial Office, as well as of the men on the 
spot, before venturing upon a hard and fast impie- 
mentation of the Party's past professions of sym- 
pathy, however much these may be regarded as firm 
undertakings by staunch Labourites. here. . And it 
is this period of waiting which may most sorely 
exercise political tempers$ and impolitic patience, 
not to. mention local irascibility. 

Perhaps the handling by the present Zionist Con- 
ference in London of. the overall situation will 
prove a more’ sound pointer to future events than 
can now be seen. As far as the Yishuv is con- 
cerned, however, there is no tendency to indulge in 
overdue anticipatory rejoicings, although u main- 
tains an expectant if more chastened mood than 
during the past week-end 


Arab Attitude 


The Arab press (reports the J.T.A.) insists that 
the Government change need not necessarily. affect 
British policy in Palestine. An editorial published 
in the Ap Dira points out that both the Simpson 
Report and the Passticld White Paper were issued 
when a Labour Government was in power. 

An Arabic broadcast over the Jerusalem radio 
emphasised that British policy aimed at stability in 
the Mediterranean and the Middle East. Mr. Attlee 
and Mr. Greenwood, it was stated, had made clear 
statements -on the right of Syria, Egypt, and Iraq 
to independence. The Arabs hoped that the Labour 
Government would not drop the Arab League on 
the ground that support of the League might arouse 
Russian suspicion that a Middle East bloc is being 
created against her. The Labour Party, the broad- 
cast added, was also inclined to a certain solution, 
known to be favoured by Mr. Greenwood and Mr. 
Dalton. which revealed iself in the Party decision 
about Palestine. “If the British Government tries 
to apply the policy proclaimed by the Labour 
Party, nt will undoubtedly clash with the Arab 
League and expose Britygh mterests in the Middle

HATIKVAH IN HITLER’S 
BEER CELLAR 


D.P.s Want to go to Palestine 


The notorious Hofbrau beer cellar in Munich, 
where Hitler and his thugs used to meet annually 
to commemorate the unsuccessful putsch in 1923, 
was the scene of a unique demonstration — last 
Friday. Delegates, erecetng 48,000 Jewish sur- 
vivors in 32 camps throughout the British and 
American zones of occupation in Germany, 
enthusiastically sang Hatikyah after unanimously 
adopting a_resolution urging tyee Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine and the establishment of a 
Jewish State. : 

The meeting, which took place in a room con- 
taining a large number of Scrolls of the Law and 
other relics of Synagogues throughout Euro 
which had been looted by the Nazis, marked the 
end of a Zionist conference opened on the previous

n addition to the delegates, 12 officers and men 
of the Jewish Brigade, two American Jewish 


chaplains, and Mr. Eliahu Dobkin, Director of the

MASARYK ON CZECH 
JEWS’ POSITION 


Religious and Cultural Rights 
Retained 


The recent statement by a Czechoslovak Govern- 
ment spokesman on the “ assimilation of Jews” in 
Czechoslovakia did-not mean that there would be 
any torced assimilation, religiously or culturally, i 
was Stated in New York by M. Jan Masaryk, 
Czechoslovak Foreign Minister. 

M. Masaryk said that individuals of Jewish faith 
or origin would have complete freedom of con- 
science, and Jewtsh religious communitics would 
enjoy the unrestricted right to establish educationa! 
and social institutions of any kind in accordance 
with their traditions. The right of Jews to teach 
their children the Biblical and Rabbinical Scriptures 
in their Original language and to maintain hospitals, 
orphanages, etc.. in accordance with the dietary 
laws: would not be affecied. 


Political minority rights, however, which had 
been. dbused by the German minority in Czecho- 
siovakia, would no longer be granted to any 


Aninoriuy group, even those which were friendly to 


the Czechoslovakian Government, M. Masaryk 
said. He ‘stressed that the demand for political 
assimilation did not tndicate any change in the 


friendly attitude of Czechoslovakia towards Zionists’ 
aspirations to create a State m their own territory. 


Restoring Jew ish Property 


Restoration of Jewish property has already begun 
in Czechoslovakia, according to M. Prokap Maxa 
@ member of the Cabinet M.. Maxa stated 
small industrial and commercial enterprises 
now being returned to their Jewish owners, 

The Association of Liberated Prisoners. one of 
the most influential organisations in Czechoslovakia, 
has decided wat victims of racial discrimination 
shall have equal status with persons who have been 
persecuted by the Nazis for political reasons: All 
Jews who have returned from concentration camps 
may now apply for membership of the organisa- 

[he ‘Prague Jewish Community js intensifying. its 
relief. activities with the help of funds placed at its 
disposal by the Jomt Distribution Committec. 
Powdered milk and. jam have been réceived from 
Sweden and tinned kasher food from London. 

Services are now being held daily in the famous 
Alt-Neu-Shui, but in no other Prague Synagogue. 
The only surviving Czech Rabbi, 75 year-old Rabbi 
Aladar Deutsch, officiates at the services.. For the 
Holy-days one of the larger Synagogues will be 
reopened, The lack of Rabbis greatly handicaps 
the reofganisation of provincial communities.

one saw new on 
Wednesday, as Members assembléd to elect the 
Speaker it was easy to be expectant of action in 
the life of this House. -It ts a much younger 
House, and from the purposeful aspect of the 
new Members, it is safe to predict that we are 
going to have a very interesting time. 


[he question of Palestine ts one of many on 
which Labour has pledged uself. How soon will 
Palestine be tackled? That point, there is reason 
to believe, had not been considered by the Exe- 
cutive up to Wednesday. It is precisely in order 
to give fuller consideration to it and similar 
high policy that Mr. Attlee, preoccupied at the 
time by the Potsdam Conference. decided to post- 
pone the State opening of Parliament a week, 
making it August 15 instead of the 8th. The 
King’s Speech on that occasion must contain. the 
Government programme and show to what extent 
in their first session they will aim at making good 
all their Election undertakings. ht was curious 
to note the unanimity with which Members said 
two things. First, they said the Government were 
“pledged to the hitt™ on Palestine: and 
secondly, they gave expression to the “Asquithian ” 
phrase and said: “ We must wait and see.”’ 

Mr. John D. Mack, M-P., was particularly 
emphatic. “ The accession of Labour to power,” 
he said, “ preceded an era of hope and encourage- 
ment to the Jews of the world. As Dr. Dalton 
clearly put it at the Labour Party Conference at 
‘Blackpool in May, the policy of the Labour Party 
is to establish the National Home for the Jews 
and to abrogate the White Paper. It now remains 
for the Labour Government to take the c¢arliest 
practicable opportunity of carrying into effect this 
noble resolve. I have every confidence in the 
sincerity of the new Cabinet, but at the same time 
one must be for ever watchful and miss no chance 

of urging forward Zionist policy.’

THE RUMANIAN 
PARADISE 


No Jewish Problem— 
Merely Anti-Semitism 


“ There is no Jewish problem in Rumania. bot 
the problem of anti-Semitism still exists.” declared 
M. Lucretiu Patrascanu, Rumanian Minister of Jus- 
tice, when questioned by the Communist newspaper, 
Lipera, on the Jewish problem I con- 
sider Jewish reactionary racial SUPe|rTstiliONs as being 
on a level with Hitlerite and Fascist superstitions. 
The main concern of the Jewish population is the 
radical abolition of legislation promuigated and of 
insututions established by former dictatorial 
regimes, especially by the Antonescu regime. Stcps 
in that direction have been taken by the present 
Government 

“ One of the difficulties in solving the problem is 
the lack of democratic unity among the Jewish 
population. I hope that the establishment of the 
Jewish Democratic Committee will partly remove 
the present difficulties. 1 consider that an attempt 
at any other solution coming from abroad is futile 
and a means of stirring up demagogic agitation.” 

A report of the establishment of the so-called 

Jewish Democratic Committee. composed entirely 
of left-wing clements, appeared in last week's 
Jewisn tt will be recalled that the 
Central Committee of the Union of Rumanian Jews 
and Jewish Party refused to be associated with the 
new body. 
_ One of the gravest tasks facing Rumanian Jewry 
is the rehabilitation of the Jews who have been 
repatriated from Transnistria Up to last 
January 15,000 Jews had returned from. the places 
to which they had been deported by the Antonescu 
Government. Recently another 19,000 were brourht 
back from Soviet Russian territory to South 
Bucovina, Northern Moldavia. and Transylvania 

Of these 16,000 are dependent on relief and have 
registered with the Joint Distribution Committée. of 
America for assistance.

Newspapers, printed matter, etc., and illus- 
trated postcards are subject to the Censorship 
Permit System.

Resolution Sent to Government 


The following resolution, moved by the President 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, Mr. Leonard Stein, 
at its Council meeting at Woburn House last week, 
was carried unanimously fa copy has since been 
sent to the Foreign Office]: 

That this Council urges H.M. Government to expedic 
the finding of permanent homes for such Jewish wetines of 
Nazi persecution as are ur«ble of unwilling to return to 
their former places of tmeidence and. recalling the 
Memorandum on Palestine submitted to H.M. Government 
by the Association in January last, cxpresses the hope that 
every endeavour may be made to facilitate the carly settic- 
ment. in Palestine of those of the survivors who desire to 
make their homes in that country.” 

Mr. Stein said the resolution dealt with one of the 
most important aspects of the tragic and complex 
problems relating to what were described as dis- 
placed persons. Those problems fell under two 
main heads: first aid and permanent rehabilitation, 
On the first-aid aspect, he would say little more 
than that although the reports which were rcaching 
this country were not identical in every detail. never- 
theless, on one point they were unanimous—that the 
existing situation in regard to some categories of dis- 
placed persons, including a large proportion of Jews, 
was gravely unsatisfactory. ae, 

These human beings needed the elementary require- 


ments of a tolerable existence—food, clothing, and 


shelter. But they also needed moral as well as 
physical rehabilitation. They must not only be fed, 
clothed, and. sheltered; they must be given hope 
for the future and a reason for living, and tt was 
here that they came to the problem of their final des- 
tination. Some were already provided for. They 
were going home. But there were many others for 
whom there was no such prospect—those who by 
reason of statelessness or otherwise were unable to 
return whence they came or had valid motives for 
declining to do so. Nothing could be more de- 
moralising than an endless process of moving on. 
It was to that aspect of the matter that they respect- 
fully sought to draw the attention of H.M. Govera- 
ment in this resolution 


: The Reference to Palestine 


In this connection. the resolution referred specific- 
ally though not exclusively to Palestine. Of those 
who were unable or unwilling to return to their 
former places of residence, not all desired -to settle 
in Palestine. But observers on the spot were unant- 
mous in reporting that an extremely large proportion 
did desire to settle there, desired it with the ardour 
of those who saw there their last chance of rebuild- 
ing their shattered lives. 

A statement was made by Mr. Leonard G. Monte- 
fiore on the Jewish Colonisation Association. The 
Ica. as it was known. he said, would next year attain 
its jubilee. 

Referring to their Eastern Européan activities, Mr 
Mohtefiore said they were mostly written off, and 
they had had sad and tragic losses in rsonnel, 
several of whom had died at the hands of the enemy, 
and others had been scattered in various parts of the 


world. But something. both matcrialty and of thew 
staff, was left. There was, on the material side, their 
old office, the house in’ Paris. The Germans took a 
very great interest in the doings of the Ica, and 
between June and November, 1940, they had paid it 
no fewer than 17 visits, and it was stripped bare. 

The revenue of the Ica, continued Mr. Montchore, 
was now about half of what was before the war 

In his view, the use of the Ica, with these very 
limited funds, should be partly, at any rate. to heip 
objects which one might call -long-shots. things 
which, if kept in existence, would one day prove of 
very great use. Even with their meagre 
resources they could bring one other contribution 
into the pool of Jewish effort, if they could — 
back to work the men who had fostered, assi ; 
and laboured in the Ica work during previous years. 
After all, the Ica for fifty years had handled immugra- 
tion and transmigration problems. It was an expert 
in loan banks, credit, technical schools, and agri- 
cultural training. In all these ways, even nqw, with 
its diminished resources, the Ica, he trusted, might 
have a useful and interesting future before 1! 

Mr. Arnold Levy and Mr. Edward Henriques both 
spoke of the need of making the community more 
acquainted with the work of the Ica. 


Consultations With Other Bodies 


The report of the General Purposes and Forcign 
Committee, which was adopted, on the motion of 
Mr. Stein, mentioned, among other matters, that 
Mr. E. F. Q. Henriques, O.B.E., was recommended 
for the appointment as Hon. Solicitor, in place of the 
late Mr. J. Lousada. Other paragraphs in the 
report dealt with Jewish War Orphans, War Crimes, 
the Committee for the Jews in Germany, and consul 


- tations with other Jewish bodies. 


On this last point, Mr. Stein said the Association 
had from the start taken the view that it was desir- 
able that there should be as broadly based consulta- 
tion as possible between the leading Jewish 
organisations here and in the United States. They 
had had discussions on this subject with the Board of 
Deputies, but, as they understood it, the present 
position was that the Board proposed to hold con- 
sultations in the immediate future with representa- 
tives of certain American Jewish bodics, not, 
however, including the American Jewish Committee, 
and that it must be left to be seen later whether the 
basis of those consultations could be broadened 

The Association, he continued, would have liked 
the basis to be a broader one from the beginning. 
it must be realised that, in any case, bodics like the 
AJ.A. or the American Jewish Commitice could 
not’ be expected to keep silent when matters of 
paramount concern to Jewish interests were involved 
and that. much as they on their side would prefer 
the kind of consultation for which they had 
striven, they must realise that it took two to make 
an agreement, and if the other bodies concerned 
were not willing to join in consultation with the 
A.J.A. and the American Jewish Committee, those 
bodies would have to act according to their. own 
best judgment in the circumstances. :

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


If Ye Will Hearken 


“ Behold I set before you this day a blessing os 


a curse. The blessing if ye will hearken, ... an 
the curse Uf ye will not hearken. 


HE opening words of our Sidra state in clear and 
7. succinct form one of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Judaism, that which Maimonides calls 
“ the very keystone of the Torah of our teacher, 
Moses,” the doctrine of the absolute free-will of 
man to choose the way which he should go. Two 
paths are set before him, the path of blessing and 
the path of curse, of life and death, of good and 
evil, and no external power or predestination can 
affect the freedom of his choice. Without this 
fundamental principle the whole structure of divine 
justice, of reward ahd retribution would be meaning- 
less. Man is free to choose, and according to his 
choice he shall be judged. 

The Midrash emphasises this lesson in a striking 
comment; “ From the day that this verse was 
uttered on Mount Simai, neither good comes trum 
heaven nor evil comes from heaven, but good comes 
naturally to those who do good, and evil comes 
naturally to those who do evil.” Man is free to 
be the arbiter of his fate, to fashion his own destiny, 
to encompass his own happiness or his own doom. 
God, so to speak, places both before him and with- 
draws, saying, “ it’s up to you now,” for “ the 
heavens are the heavens of the Lord, but the earth 
hath he given to the children of man.” : 

Superficially it appears to be a naive doctrine, one 
which completely burkes the problem which has 
baffled Jewish thinkers throughout the ages, the 
problem of “ the wicked man with whom it 
= good, and the rightcous man with whom it is 
evil,” the problem of the prosperity of the evildoer 
and the misfortune of the good. 


F, for instance, looking at the Nemesis-like fate 
which has overtaken the * doers of evil ” of 
Nazi ‘Germany, their utter collapse and complete 
deteat, :f on contemplating the havoc and destruc- 
tion which has been wrought in their land, we can 
iruly say “evil comes naturally to those who do 
evil,” would anyone dare to apply this statement to 
the evil which has overtaken our brethren in 
Europe, to tbe millions of innocent men, women, 
and children who fell victim to the savage bestiality 
ol the brutal oppressor?, Instances could be multi- 
pied without number, cogent arguments against the 
lacile assumption that good follows the doers of 
good and evil the doers of evil.as day follows night. 
And yet, despite this valid criticism, there is so 
much truth enshrined in these simple words that 
one would fam urge that they be made the slogas 
and the motto of the statesmen of the world ia 
whose power it les to establish world peace after 
this devastating war, to bring into being the New 
Order,.the Brave New World for which we have been 
fighting, and without which all our sacrifices will 
have been in.vain, Certainly from. the point of view 
of the sole foundations upon which an era of inter- 
hational peace with all its blessings can be ushered 
in, it depends only upon man to lay these founda- 
tons, certainly. when we contemplate the only two 
alternatives that he before the world peace and 
security on the one hand and the nameless horrors 
of the war of the future on the other, we can aver 
without hesitation,, reservation, or fear of contra- 
diction that “ good shall follow naturally the doers 
of good, evil shall come inexorably upon the doers 
of evil.” 

The state of the world to-day presents an amazing 
picture. It is a world of which it can be said with 
equal truth both “ Behold I set before you a bless- 
ing. and “ behold I set before you a curse.”” The 
nature of that blessing and that curse can be ex- 
pressed in no more cloquent words than those of Sir 
Altred Ewing, the famous scientist, in his Presidentia’ 
address to the British Association in 1935: 

An old cxponent of applicd mechanics may be forgiven 
he expresses something of the disillusion with which 
new standing aside, he Watches the sweeping pageant of 
discovery and invention in which he used to take unbounded 
Jehamt. It is impossible not to ask whither does this tre- 
mendous procession tend What, after all. is its goal? What 
ts probable influence upon the futuce of the human race? 

“The corpucopia of the engincer has been shaken all 
over the carth, scattering everywhere ah endowment of 
previously unpossessed and unimagined . capacities. and 
powers. Beyond question many of these gifts are. benefits 
mah, making life -fuller, wider. healthier, richer in com- 
forts and interests, and in- such ‘appiness as material. things 
an promote 


“ But we are acutely aware that the engineer's gifts have 
and may be gricvously- abused 


Man was ethically unprepared for so great a bounty. In 


the siow evolution of morals he js still unfit for the 
tremendous responsibility it entails The command of 
Nature has been put into his hands before he knows how to 
command . himself. 

The whole brilliant address, of which only a por- 
tion has been given here, ought to be read by every- 
one who. fecls the burden of the future upon him. 
The ten years which have passed since the warning 
was issued have served only to underscore and em- 
phasise. the profound truth and warning which lies 
in these words. The possibilities of — blessing. 
equally with the possibilities of utter destruction. 
ave bech immeasurably. increased during that 
decade.

ARABS IN A JEWISH STATE 
Maintenance of Rights Assured 


The eventual establishment of a Jewish State 
will in no way impair the guarantees given by 
British Government to ensure the maintenance of 
the rights of non-Jewish communities, and Britain 
will not have to break its promise to the Arabs 
if it fulfils its solemn pledge to the Jews, 

This statement (writes our Jerusalem corre- 
spondent) was made to me by Dr. Moshe Sneh 
(Kieinbaum), a member of the Presidium of the 
Zionist General Council, and at present the effec- 
tive leader in Palestine of the General Zionists 
Confederation (the A Group). It occurred in the 
course of a conversation on the “ Arab rights 
clauses added to the original “ Biltmore_ Pro- 
gramme” at the session of the Inner Zionist 
General Council held in Jerusalem on May 31. 

The “ Biltmore Programme,” with its explicit 
provisions for a Jewish Commonwealth or State, 
declared Dr. Sneh, was not in opposition to the 
assurances given in the Balfour claration 
embodied in the Mandate that “ nothing shall be 
done to prejudice the civil and religious rights of 
non-Jewish communities.” There could be no doubt 
that the basic intent of the British Government at 
the time it issued the 1917 Declaration was 
ultimately to create a Jewish State This inter- 
pretation was given at various times by respon- 
sible British statesmen who had a hand in framing 
the Declaration given to Lord Rothschild by Mr. 
Balfour. Among these ‘statesmen were Mr. 
Churchill himself, who was a member of the 1917 
Government, and Mr, L. Amery. 

Another point must be remembered, Dr. Sneh 
added. Zionist policy is not directed at achieving 
a Jewish State m order to take it out of the 
British Empire but, on the conirary, to bind it 
more closely to the British 
Nations. Without such an association, the proper 
maintenance, security, and prosperity of a Jewish 
State unit cannot be assured. 


Britain’s Official Position 


The Zionist Movement. he said, was always 
willing to accept a definition of Great Britain's 
constitutional position in Palestine if that were 
considered as essential to the preservation of 
Arab rights.* But it was clear that a future Jewish 
State Government would itself maintain the utmost 
safeguards for those rights. Any attempt to impair 
the position of the Palestine Arab population 
would arouse public opinion in adjacent Arab 
territories, for it was clear that even wf the Yishuv 
reached a population of even three to four 
million it would still be. surrounded by Arab 
countries totalling 31,000,000 people at the present 
computation, 

‘Moreover, there would remain Jewish minority 
groups in the Afab countries around Palestine to 
whose position a Jewish State authority could not 
remain oblivious 

And if these considerations had no effect, Dr. 
Sneh pointed out, the ten million Jews rémaining 
outside the jurisdiction. of the State. Government 
in Palestine, more especially those in the English- 
speaking countries, would certainly see to it that 
their brethren in Palestine refrained from. any 
improper conduct to the Arab section of the popu- 
lation under the aegis of the State 

Yishuy Not Anti-British 

I might say for my own part (goes on our corre 
spondent) that there seems to be a great deal of 
loose talk around to the effect that the Yishuv is 
anti-British. This. is not the case: The Yishuv 
may be critical of the policy. and acts of the 
British Government and the Palestine Administra- 
tion, but so are many Englishmen, Scotsmen, and 
Welshmen. Scots and Welsh want Home Rule but 
that does not turn them into Anglophobes. The 
proper word is not even “ anti- ’’ with .its unfor- 
tunate connotations, but merely “ crilical of.” As 
well call the late Lord Wedgwood anti-British 
because .\he dared criticise the Government! 


. THE HAPPIEST REFUGEES 


Dr. Nathan Morris Describes Ship’s 
Journey 


Dr. Nathan Morris, the Education Officer of the 
Joint Emergency Committee for Jewish Religious 
Education ir Great Britain, who arrived in Pales- 
tine recently aboard the liner Mataroa, whose dock- 
ing at Haifa. was reported in a recent issue of THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE), gave me—reports our 
Jerusalem correspondent—a warming description of 
the life aboard the ship during the 16-day voyage 
from England. 

Dr. Morris, in an exclusive interview for this 
paper, said that the group of 209, including 36 chil- 
dren, started out as a close-knit community with 
an active communal, religious, cultural, and social 
life. They held relious services, Hebrew classes. 
Hebrew lectures, English “ Brains Trusts,” lectures, 
and meetings every day. Special care was given to 
the educational activities of the Youth Aliva Group. 

One of the most interesting functions was a sym- 
posium on all aspects of Palestinian life, to which 
the ship’s officers were invited; another was a fare- 
well meeting given to the ship's officers, which they 
all attended, from Captain Robertson. a Scotsman, 
downwards. Gratitude was expressed for their par- 
ticularly considerate attitude to Jewish needs. such 
as, for instance, providing a Kasher Cuisine under 
very difficult conditions. 

Then 1,000 refugees embarked at Naples, all being 
absorbed in the most remarkable way, so that the 
ship's passengers’ communal life went on undis- 
turbed and became even more intensively enriched. 

Dr. Morris represented the passengers | vis-a-vis 
the authorities, and presided at all the functions 
throughout the voyage. He stated that he witnessed 
memorable scenes as these Jewish wayfarers 


coalesced on the last lap of the journey to their 
homeland.

-The great 
vision of the Balfour Declaration has inspired all 
his utterances on our affairs both public and pri- 
vate, as witness his words-on that fateful day when 
White Paper was debated in the House of 
ommons when. he declared that it was ‘a plain 
each of a solemn obligation.” It has unfortu- 
nately not been given to Mr. Churchill to achieve 
a change in the policy to which he had pledged 
his personal opposition, but as head of the 
Government he has never uttered one word of 
approval for it. It is to him that we owe the 
formation of the Jewish Brigade Group and the 
redress some other grievances. Among the 
Members of Parliament not re-elected we have had 
a number of devoted friends who have stood by us 
throughout all the vicissitudes of our recent for- 
tunes. I should like to acknowledge a debt of 
profound gratitude which we owe to them all.

The 
circumstances of the present time give poignant 
force to Mr. Morrison's statement. Never has a 
complete abrogation of that policy and the restora- 
tion of the Jewish people to its. Homeland. been 
more imperative than to-day. 


Putting Case Clearly to Allies 


“We shall present H.M. Government and their 
Allies.” said Dr. Weizmann, “ with a clear and 
authoritative expression of world Zionist opinion.”* 

Professor Brodetsky said that they asked for a 
new deal for the Jewish people now. They 
wanted entry into Palestine for all Jews who wished 
to go there ‘now, and they wanted the solution 
of the problem of Palestine now. . | 

Mr. David Remez, Head of the Vaad Leumi im 
Palestine, spoke, followed by Dr. Stephen Wise, 
who said that President Truman, when he was 
senator Harry Truman, had helped Zionists at the

THE PRIMARY PURPOSES 
Mr. Shertok Receives the Press 


On the eve of the Conference, a press conference 
was held on Monday at the offices of the Zionist 
Organisation in Great Russell Sireet, W.C.1. 

Mr. Moshe Shertok, the Political Officer of the 
Executive in. Jerusalem, and Mr. Louis Lipsky, 
American member of the Jewish Agency, addressed 
the press conference. 

The Conference, said Mr. Shertok, had a twofold 


purpose. The primary one was to call the urgent. 


attention of British and world opinion to the twin 
problems of the Jewish position in Palestine and the 
plight of the Jewish survivors in Europe “We 
see,” said. one solution to both of these 
problems, and that is the opening of the gates of 
Palestine to admit all those Jews who are anxious 
to escape from the ruins of Europe and to start a 
new life in Palestine. The problem of emigration 
is not limited to Europe, but in Europe it 1s most 
urgent:” 

They held that at this historic juncture, there 
should be a major political decision, primarily by 
the Government of this oo og with the support 
of its two great Allies, setting Palestine aside as a 
country in-which the Jewish people should be free 
to work out its salvation and to achieve statehood. 
The right of free entry into Palestine fot Jews would 
be.a corollary of that major decision, 

The problem of the Jewish survivors in Europe 
was particularly urgent, as the quota of 75,000 immi- 
gration permits laid down in the White Paper of 
1939 had been prattically exhausted. and unless.a 


oppose them. 


new decision was taken, and taken in time, they 
would be facing an untenable position—that of the 
closing the gates of Palestine to immigration at the 
very moment when the pressure for immigration 
facilities was at the highest pitch. 

Ihe second purpose of the Conference was 
to regularise the internal life of their Movement, 
which, world-wide in its scope. was torn asunder by 
the war. They would have a great deal to say to 
each other: take stock of their position, and devise 
ways and means of further action in the continuation 
of their struggle. 

When they decided to convene the Conference 
they had no idea what the result of the general elec- 
tion in Great Britain would be. They decided on its 
convocation because they felt that they had reached 
a stage in the development of their affairs when it 

me imperative both on internal and external 
grounds for them to get together and take counsel. 

The change which had come about in the 
Government of this country was to them an event 
of primary importance. Zionism had never linked 
up its destinies with any political party in this coun- 
try, and their relations would continue to be with 
Great Britain as a whole—with the British people. 
To them any Government which happened to be 
at the helm at any given time was the Government 
of Great Britain. But they had always deeply 
appreciated the determined stand taken up by the 
leaders of the Labour Party personally and by the 
Party as a whole in favour of their aims in Pales- 
tine. But in the new Parliament it was not only the 
Government that would have behind it a record of 
important pronouncements in favour of their aims, 
but also the leader of the Opposition—Mr. Winston 
Churchill—who had on a number of occasions, 
public and private, made clear his attitude. 


Attitude in United States 


Mr. Lipsky said a few words on the American 
aspect of the Zionist question. 

“We in the United States,” he said, “ have been 
very patiently awaiting a decision to be made in 
regard to Jewish affairs in Palestine. During the 
entire period of the war there was a feeling con- 
veyed to us that there.was some intention on the 
part of authority to revise the White Paper and to 
establish a correct and just position for the Jews 
in Palestine. But constantly there have been delays 
in the utterance of that decision, 

“In the meantime, however, public opinion in the 
United States had given expression to its sentiments 
favourable to their cause in a most remarkable 
manner. Not only had the Government officials 
reiterated their position in favour of Zionism, but 
throughout the United States, in every walk of life, 
public opinion had been organised to express itself 
and register its views with the Government. Both 
political parties with very slight opposition, had 


adopted resolutions favourable to the Zionist cause. - 


The position taken by the leaders of their nation had 
been to direct the attention of Great Britain to its 
obligations and responsibilities in connection with 
the Mandate, and all their efforts had. been directed 
to secure the co-operation of their Government in 
urging. upon Great Britain a prompt and. just 
decision.” 

In answer to .questions, Mr; Shertok said that 
the conference certainly was not competent to elect 
a new Executive, but within the composition of the 
conference there was the full membership of the 
Zionist Inner Council, and the question whether the 
Zionist Inner Council had any power to do so was 
a point yet to be considered. 

The purpose of the resolutions the conference 
might pass, he said, in reply to another question, 
would no doubt be primarily to address a very 
urgent appeal to the Government and to its major 
Allies and to world opinion to solve as quickly as 
possible the problem of Palestine and of the refugees 
in Europe by bringing them into Palestine. In this 
connection he referred to the tact that they had 
recently asked the Government to give them 100,000 
certificates as a first and urgent instalment of their 
post-war immigration programme, to able 
to satisfy the most pressing needs primarily in 
Europe and partly also in other countries. 

Resolutions of the Conference would be binding 
on the Executive of the Jewish Agency if they were 
endorsed by the Inner Council, as they would 
probably be. 


No Representatives from East Europe 
Asked why no representatives were coming from 


Poland, Hungary, Rumania, and Bulgaria, Mr 
Shertok said they had all- been invited, and the fact 


that they had not arrived might be due to exit 
difficulties 
Replying toa question about Russia, Mr. 


Shertok said they had no ground to fear that if the 
Government of this country adopted a_  deci- 
sion favourable to their standpoint, and if that 
decision was endorsed, as they hoped it would be, 
by the. Government of the United States, the 
Government of the Soviet Union would decide to 
In this connection he recalled the 
pro-Zionist resolution that had been adopted by an 
overwhelming majority by the International Trade 
Union Congress which met in this country a few 
months ago, at which the Soviet delegate voted 
solidly together with the British and American dele- 
gations in favour. » 


Dr. Silver on Conference’s Task 


Rabbi Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, Chairman of the 
Executive of the American Zionist Emergency 
Council, who arrived in London by air last week 
for the World Zionist Conference, expressed the 
view before his departure from New York that the 
talks in Potsdam might have a decisive influence on 
the course the Conference would take. 

“TI am leaving for London in the hope that the 
first World Zionist Conference since the outbreak of 
the war may define the course which our Movement 
is to follow in order to reach quickly the goal of a 
Jewish State,” Dr. Silver declared. “ If encourag- 
ing words reach us from the Berlin meeting, then 
our conference will devote itself to practical ques- 
tions of Jewish mass immigration into Palestine and 
many correlated tasks. If not, then we shall have 
to plan for the maximum mobilisation of al! our 
strength for a protracted struggle in defence of our 
inalienable rights in Palestine. 

“It should be clear to all,’’ he added. “* that the 
Jewish people, inside and outside Palestine. are de- 
termined to fight for the Jewish State until it is 
achieved.”

At this turning point of our history—after the unprece- 
demed sufferings experienced by Jewry in Europe and the 
Balkans—when the entire future of our people is at stake— 
and the future of Paicstine is in the balance, the Yishuy 
is divided and party strife is ripe. Dissension prevails 
everywhere within the Yishuv to the satisfaction of al! ill- 
wishers of Eretz Israci. At this World Conference, about 
half the Yishuy will not be represented, including the entire 
Sefardic community in Palestine numbcring about onc-third 
of the total Jewish population of Palestine. since they 
abstained from participating in the clections to the Assctat 
Hanivcharim (National Cowncil). 

We need not go into the causes that brought about this 
abstention; but | am sure that you.wil!l agree with me that 
such conditions must not be allowed to continue. To-«<tay 
more than cver before, the union of all our people and 
particularily a united Yishuvy may permit us to look forward 
ta our future with confidence and enable ws to overcome 
the innumerable obstacics which now confront us 

I therefore believe that it is the duty of this Conference to 
consider this matter very carefully. and I respectfully suggest 
that a commission be appointed to set about to bring better 
understanding and unite all sections of the Yishuv. 


The “ Underprivileged ” Children 


Another matter which I believe is of utmost importance — 
though it may not be included in the agenda of the Con- 
ference—is the future of thousands of Jewish children in 
Palestine who are not receiving any kind of education and 
who may thereby endanger the future of the community 
as a whole. These children are almost al! of the Oriental 
communities. and Prof. Baki, of the Hadassah. established 
that in Jerusalem alone there are between 3,000 and 4,000 
of them receiving no schooling worth mentioning. It is 
estimated thatthe total number of school-leas children through- 


out the country exceeds the figure of 8.000 They. are 
iititerate, underfed. and underciothed and in course 
will be a ereat burden upon, and a dangecr to, the whoic 


Yishuv Considcring the great achievements obtained in 
Palestine in the ficid of child education and child welfare 
the position of these negiccted boys and girls is. you will 
agree with me, intolerable,.:and surely crics out aloud for 
an carly adjustment. : 

The responsibility for this task rests with the Vaad Leumi! 
(National Council) as wel’ as with the Icwish Agency in 
Palestine, since most of these children are cither immigrants 
or born of immigrant parents.

The prophet Isaiah lon 
characteristic of the Jew: “ Israel doth not know; 
my people doth not consider.” Our sages inter- 
preted this plaintive oy of the prophet as having 
a twofold meaning: “ Israel doth not know “—his 
past, “my people doth not consider 
future. In other words, say our sages, the prophet 
chides Israel for not learning the lessons of the 
past and for net applying them to the future. 

it may well be that the rest of the world-is no Better, and 
does not learn cven from catastrophes. 

Has any one of the nations learnt from the workl- 
catastrophe that anti-Semitism is only a means for the ad- 
vemturer to misicad the multitude, to satisfy his predatory 
lust with Jewish blood and Jewish posscasions, and subsc- 
queatiy to become a dictate? Has any nation yet become 
convinced that Jew-hatred on a national scale is only 
4 camouflage concealing preparations for war and disguising 
the aim to achieve, through war, world-power? 

But is the Jewish mental attitude any diffcrent? Is it not 
true that the latest catastrophe (would it were the last’) 
which has cost us five million souls, has not yet opened our 
cves to the fact that emancipation, cven with the assistance 
of assimilation will not give us a stabilised “* lcbenstraum " 
among the European nations, and that civilisation is no sure 
guarantee for a peaceful existence? + 

Ic it not true that even now, after Hiticr’s downfall, when 
all are ostensibly bitterly opposed to his base doctrines, what 
* left of Jewry still serves as the scapegoat upon which 
to cast the blame for the hunger and want which Hiticr 
cas caused in Europe’ kh was Hiticr who taught the world 
to “ find the Jew.” tw put the blame even for the world 
war upon oppressed and suppressed Jewry—as if the mighty 
nations of the world, with all their tremendous powers, were 
1 flock of sheen whom a puny littl shepherd could drive 
whither he listed’ How strange it is that against so patent 
an inselt 16 the nations themscives, no successfyl propa- 
ganda has been created to cxpose its sham and its shame. 
Litthe wonder, then, that the wicked atiempt to call the wat 
Jewnwh wat has met with success among so Many Call 
anvthing Jewish and however absurd it may be. it will pass. 

Considering how a people of philosophers and pocts des- 
troyed their own old-established and devoted Jewish fcllow- 
citizens im their hundreds of thousands—-among them cven 
those who had fought for them, set up their industrics, 
developed their trade and increased their commerce—secing 
how cultured Germany with the heip of its allies and 
satcilites slaughtered five million Jews. poisoned tens of 
thousands. of Jewish children in gas chambers. while the 
rest of the world remained lareciy apathetic--one comes 
perforce to an appraisal of European culture which is best 
shown by the following story A missionary whose task 
il was to spread civilisation among cannibals sent in. after 
three years of cultural. work among them. his report of 
his. achievements, “ True it is.” he wrote, “ that they 
still cat human flesh as they used to: bat I have taught them 
to do it with a knife and fork.” 

it is as clear as day that anti-Semitism is no fault of 
curs but a psycholegical defect of our enemies. Unfortu- 
nately, however, this malady has infected the weaker among 
some of our own people with an inferiority complex, and 
they have deluded themscives that assimilation and Jewish 
suicide prowde a panacea for .Jew-hatred and for 
all the evils perpetrated against the Jew. Naturally now, 
when Jew-conmsciousness and with it Jew-hatred has grown, 
the mfenority complex of the assimilationists among us has 
developed correspondingly. This some of these wretched

‘U.S.A. JEWS AND CRIME 


Most Law-Abiding Section of the 
Population 


Jews constitute an amazingly smali proportion of 
juvenile delinquents and adult criminals in_ the 
United States. Official records show that this is 
true not just in certain exceptional localities, but 
throughout the country. 

In Passaic, New Jersey, for example, where about 
16 per cent of the population are Jews, only two 
per cent of the juvenile delinquents are Jewish. 

In St.. Louis, where the Jews form 6 per cent of 
the population, only one-half of one per cent of 
juvenile delinquents are Jews. This was so, even 
during the unsettled war year of 1943. The Court 
there has reported that “ there has always been a 
negligible amount of Jewish juvenile delinquency 
in the St. Louis area.” 

The probation office in Houston, Texas, has 
issued an even mere remarkable report. “ There 
have never been more than two or three delinquent 
Jewish boys in any given year,’ the report says. 


Drop in Juvenile Crime 


Almost half of the Jews of the United States live 
in New York, where they form about 30 per cent of 
the population. Jewish juvenile offenders there used 
to constitute 22 per cent of all youthful criminals 
a generation ago; Ten years ago the proportion 
had been reduced to 15 per cent, and by 1941, the 
figure was down to not more than seven per cent. 
In New York State, as a whole, Jewish juvenile 
delinquents committed to reformatories formed 
10.8 per cent of the total in 1930, but this number 
had decreased to only 3.3 per cent by 1941. 

As far as adult criminals are concerned the 
same good record is maintained ; the proportion of 
Jews among those convicted as far back as 1941] was 
less than nine percent. — 

Ohio Jewry form about 2.8 per cent of the 
population of the State, but only one-half of one 


‘per cent of the white inmates of the Ohio State 


Reformatory in 1938 were Jews, although the over- 
whelming majority of Ohio Jews live in Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, and other large cities where the delin- 
quency rate is usually higher than in small towns. 
1.4 per cent of the juvenile delin- 
guems of Cincinnati were Jews, although Jews 
form 4 per cent of the city’s total population. 

Adult Jewish criminals in Ohio formed only 1.6 
per cent of the inmates of penal institutions 25 
years ago, and only 1.4 per cent m_ 1938, o1 
approximately one-half of the ratio of Jews to non- 
Jews im the State. 

Pittsburgh has an even better record. Of adult 
convicts sent to Allegheny County Prison in 1940, 
only 1.3 per cent were Jews, or about one-seventh 
the number that might have been expected on a 
proportional population basis. 


No Jewish Delinquents 


There were no Jewish juvenile delinquents at all 
in Stamford, Conn., during two of the three years 
from 1935 to 1938, and only one per cent during 
the third vear, although Jews constituted five per 
cent of -the general population. Between 1928-1937, 
the ratio of Jewish to non-Jewish adult convicts m 
Stamford was 60 per cent below the number that 
might, have been expected. For five of the ten 
years there were no Jewish convicts in the city’ 
ai all. 

Of recent years, the entire white population of 
Chicago has had 283 inmates in prison out of 
every 10,000 inhabitants. Yet the proportion ol 
Chicago Jews was only 21 convicts per 10,000. 

Juvenile delinquency is even less prevalent: among 
American Jewish girls than among Jewish boys. 
In Colorado very few Jewish girls come before the 
juvenile courts, In 12 consecutive years there were 
only 10 cases involving Jewish girls. 

This remarkable Jewish record of treedagm trom 
crime is all the more surprising in view of the fact 
that nine-tenths of American Jews as against only 
three-tenths of the general population live in cities 
with populations of 100,000 or more, where lawless- 
ness is always more prevalent. 

_ The. records show that relatively few. Jews. 
juvenile or adult, commit crimes of violence 


ARGENTINE JEWISH TEACHERS 
REINSTATED 


Most of the Jewish teachers and professors in 
Argentine schools and colleges who had been dis- 
missed following the Fascist coup of June 4, 1943 
have now been reinstated in their posts (writes 
our Buenos Ales correspondeni).. ~ This act of 
reparation was carried out when . Argentina 
officially jommed the United Nations so as to send 
delegates to the San Francisco Conference. 

Amongst recent Zionist activities. the foundation 
stone was laid early in June of the new Maccabi 
building in Buenos Aires; and in the following 
month (uly 1 tq 11) the nineteenth Zionist Con- 
terence (LandeskOnferenz) was held. 

In the general communal spheres of activity, 
especially in that of fund-raising: for suffering 
European Jewry, the competition which the World 
Jewish Congress has embarked upon against the 
“ Joint” has had unfortunate results, introducing 
clashes where there was formerly a spirit of efficient 
and enthusiastic co-operation. 

Communication between Argentina and the resi 
of the world, especially with Britain, Europe, and 
the United States, is still slow and difficult, and as 
a result Jewry in these parts feels largely cut off 
irom reliable information necessary for it to judge 
of the real value of the rival claims of. internationa! 
Jewish bodies, This ignorance has been vigorously 
und profitably exploited in certain quarters 


The Government of- Luxembourg has announced 
that all aliens and Jewish refugees who were 
domiciled in Luxembourg before September 1}, 1939, 
are permitted to return, Properties that were either 
confiscaied or Aryanised“ during the Nazi 
regime will be restored to their rightful owners or 
their heirs, the announcement adds. 


FATE OF GERMAN JEWRY 


Inter-Governmenta! Comntittee’s 
Survey 


An official invest into the fate of the Jews 
in Germany under the Hitler regime has been carried 
out by the Inter-governmental Commitice on 
Refugees. In releasing this preliminary survey, Mr. 
Patrick M. Malin, Vice-Director of the Commitice 
now attached to American headquarters, empha- 
sised that the figures given in it were not final or 


complete. But it was unlikely, he added, that they 
would be altered radically as a result of further 
investigations. 


It is estimated that of 650,000 Jews in Germany 
and 175,000 in Austria at the time of Hitler's acces- 
sion to power between 10,000 and 20,000 are left in 
the two countries. Between 450,000 and 400.009 
found asylum elsewhere. All the others are dead. 

From 1933 until 1941, when Jewish emigration 
from the Reich was halted, the Inter-governmenia! 
Committee estimates that 175,000 German and 
Austrian Jews safely reached the United Siates, 
100,000 got to Palestine, 100,000 to various Latin- 
American republics and the British Dominions, and 
50,000 to England. Others went to Sweden, 
Switzerland, and France. 

Between 150,000 and 200,000 Jews were trapped in 
Germany. The majority of these were deported to 
Poland, and only a few have survived, the Inter- 
governmental Committee reports. 

Most of the others, including so-called “ privi- 
leged ** Jews, such as war veterans, were sent io 
Theresienstadt, which at one time held as many 4s 
50,000 Jews. 


It is impossible to give an accurate estimate of the: 


number of pari-Jews living in Germany in 1933, but 
there were at least 300,000, it is stated in the survey. 
Most part-Jews did not attempt to escape until ii was 
too late. As a result their murder-camp casualties 
are comparatively higher. The Inter-governmenta! 
Commiitee believes that the majority of them have 
been killed. 

A commitiece of three approved by President 
Trumafi is- now touring Germany secking facis 
about the plight of the Jews.

OFFENBACH SYNAGOGUE 
RESTORED 


The small. Synagogue in Offenbach in Germany. 
which, after its destruction and desecration. had been 
used to house Jews prior to their deportation, was 
the scene of an inspiring ceremony on the Eve of 
Shabbat Nachamu. The Synagogue had been 
decorated through the initiative of Chaim Tyson, 
the Jew to Offenbach: afte: 
occupation, and Sergeant Solly Landau, a son of 
Rabbi Dr. E. Landau. of New York City, and 
formerly communal Rabbi in Berlin. with the aid 
of the local military and civil authorities. 

The blue.and white flag and the U.S. colours flew 
over the Synagogue as its 120 seats were filled by 
U.S. Army personnel, both Jewish and non-Jewish, 
representatives of the local military and civil 
authorities, and fifteen Jews who had just returned 
from concentration camps. and who formed the 
local community.

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GREEK JEWS’ DISTRESS 
Plight of 2,000 Repatriates 


A pledge that full restitution would be made to 
dispossessed Greek Jews was given on behalf of the 
Greek Government a few weeks ago by the Vice- 
Minister of Finance and the Governor-General of 
Macedonia. All confiscated communal and private 
property was to be restored to the rightful Jewish 
owners, and Jews—even German and Italian Jews 
—were to be given equal status with the Greeks. 

It is difficult to reconcile these pledges with 
recent reports of the treatment being meted out 
to Greek Jews. Two thousand of these, who have 
been repatriated from Polish death-camps, have 
been confined in a reception centre for more than 
a month awaiting transportation to their home 
towns, and the Greek Government have done 
nothing about 1. 

The repatriated deportees are living under what 
an Unrra_ representative has described as 
“ deplorable conditions,” and there is a_ grave 
possibility that they may be compelied to remain 
in the camp indefinitely, as no ships or vehicles 
have been provided for their transportation. 

M. Kyriakos Varvaressoss, the “strong man ™ 
of the Government and Deputy Prime Minister. 
told a J.T.A. correspondent that no plans had been 
made to assist the deportces to return home. 

“In this country,” he said, “the problems of 
Jews and Christians are similar, and therefore we 
plan no special treatment for Jews, The assimila- 
tion of the Jews was almost compleic before the 
war, except for the Portuguese and Spanish Jews 
who wanted to retain their foreign citizenship. 
Defence of Jews is a characteristic of the Greeks. 
Their future safety is assured.”

the Jews of Salonika are being terrorised by the

Only 10,000 Jews Left 


In the whole of Greece, according to Rabbi Eli 
Barzilai, head of the Jewish community in Athens. 
only 10,000 Jews remained out of the 80,000 who 
lived in the country before the German occupation, 
including the 2,000 who have returned. These 
igures are up to date and have been offictally con-

2,000 FRENCH JEWS RETURN 


Only about 2,000 of the 120,000 Jews deported 
from France by the Germans have returned, said 
M. Meilech Topiol, President of the Federation of 


at the New York Town Hall, arranged by the 
American Federation of Polish Jews. M. Topiol, 
who was a leader of the French underground, said 
that the 170,000 Jews had remained in France. 
Until recently deported persons who illegally 
entered France after being liberated from camps 
in Germany were given legal status by the issue 
by the police prefectures of provisional papers 
enabling them to apply for labour permits. This 
practice 1s now stated to have been suspended by 
the.

THE ELECTION—AND AFTER 


THE election which has just been completed will go down 
to history as an election of surprises—not only because of 
the magnitude of the Labour Party's victory, but because 
of the dramatic fall from power of the man without whose

transcendent leadership there would have been no electors 


and no elected. but only a slave nation at the mercy of some 
Gauleiter’s whip. It is not for us, here, to look for explana- 
tions of this sudden and extraordinary eclipse. Suffice it to 
recall once more the signal services rendered by WINSTON 
CHURCHILL to the State and.to civilisation, a record which 
has become part of the great human story for all time. To 
every one in the future, Jew or Gentile, whose spiritand heart 
may be depressed by encircling gloom the example of that 
great man who never “ despaired of the republic ” will be 
an inspiration to fight on and a beacon light of hope. There 
can never be anything but profOund and abiding gratitude 
in the heart of every decent free-spirited human being 
to the intrepid leader who brought down to the dust man- 
kind’s enemy No. 1 and set the world on its feet again, 
with freedom to conquer for itself a new and better era. 
Most assuredly in the hearts of all Jewish people worthy of 
the name the uppermost sentiment of utter gratitude can 
never die ¢. 

An e¢Xamination of the election results from the 
specifically Jewish standpoint reveals some interesting 
figures. A record number of Jewish M.P.s have been 
returned in the new Parliament, and with the two 
exceptions of Mr. D. L. Lipson, an Independent Conserva- 
tive, and of Mr. Piratin, a Communist, all are adherents of 
the Labour Party. It is important, of course, that this fact 
should be appreciated in its proper perspective. The pre- 
dominance of Labour followers among the Jews in the new 
House reflects very accurately the sweeping triumph of the 
Left in the electoral struggle. In all free countries, the 
Votes and political trends of the Jewish citizens invariably 
follow along with the general political trend. This fact 
accounts for the considerable Jewish contingent among Mr. 
Attlee’s’ supporters. On the other hand, it would be 
erroneous to deduce that the proportion of Jewish Labour 
M.P.s represents the proportion. of Jewish support for 
Labour in this country. It would. be still more erroneous 
fo imagine that Jews as a. community have consciously 
atiached themselves as a body to the Labour Party, and that 
there 1s anything in the nature of.a “ Jewish vote.’ There 
never has been, and éveryone with an intelligent interest in 
Anglo-Jewry’s welfare prays there never will be, anything of 
that kind, 


the Jews who stood as Labour candidates. it must be ° 


remembered, did not comprise the whole of the Jewish 
candidates by any means. Of these, some. two-thirds 
belonged to the Left, the remaining third being Liberals or 
Conservatives all of them falling in the general debacle of 
their parties. But this is not the whole story. It is a fact 
not widely known that the proportion of Jews. standing 
as candidates in the Liberal and Conservative interests 
would have been appreciably greater if many of the local 
associations Of these parties had not been averse to the 
Sclecuon of a Jewish candidate—not because of any anti- 
Semitic attitude of their own, but from fear that some of 
their supporters or possible supporters in the constituencies. 
atlected by the growing anti-Jewish feelings, would be 
prejudiced against their man if he happened to be a Jew. 
I his may. be narrow and unheroic, but it is a fact. Had they 
boldly taken the risk of which they were apprehensive, it is 
a moderate estimate that instead of two-thirds of the Jewish 
candidates being in the Labour ranks, the proportion would 
have been nearer to one of SO per cent on either side 
¢ ~ imaginary line” dividing Left and Right. This. is 
obviously a much more reliable analysis of the political 
trend among British Jews than is supplied by the political 
colour of the successful Jewish candidates. It Suggests that 
| anything the swing to the Left amongst Jews may actually 
have lagged behind, in comparison with the same process 
among the general population. Any contrary inference— 
plausibly generated by the inevitable exaggeration of the num- 

s Of Jews noticeable at Left-wing election meetings in 
certain constituencies—would be flying in the face of sober 
reason, and as a basis df calculation an invitation to grossly 
crronecus results. 


_ But, whatever party Jews individually may have supperted 
in the latest Parliamentary contest. no thinking member of 
the community can fail most deeply to regret the low point 
to which the fortunes of the Liberal Party are sunk, and 


us Geeply to deplore the current talk about its “ Virtual | 


extinction.” The Jewish people, whose outlook has been 
mfluenced by Torah and Prophet, treasure pot only the 
memory of the Liberal Party's great past, but that 
Liberal wadition that lofty devotion to liberty and 
he dignity of the individual—which was such a potent 
influence in the making of a truly great and noble England 
spuituatly no less than materially, an England which has 


been a resplendent example of human progress to millions 
beyond her shores. It is no comfort to be assured that 


though the Liberal Party may perish, its teachings live on 


in the accepted views and practices of modern society. Tity 
do not. Of that truth the prevalent and increasing vogue 
of anti-Semitism, East and West, is, among other evidences 
such as the spread of the totalitarian doctrine, a damning 
proof. Great Britain, and through her, indeed, the world, 
needs, theref@re, the continuance of a party reared in the 
Liberal tradition of pure freedom and faithful to it. Never 
more than to-day was eternal vigilance the price of liberty. 
To acquiesce in the sacrifice of any political group 
specially equipped by tradition and doctrine to stand 
guard over it, could only be rank folly, and we are glad to 
hear the undespairing and courageous reaction of the Liberal 
leaders to the electoral misfortune that has befallen them. 
Even those who are among their political opponents, in 
their moments of larger vision and longer-range political 
wisdom, will hope that those leaders will dutifully seek to 
correct those glaring misjudgments on their own part which 
contributed to the Party's unnecessarily severe misfortune. 
The new Jewish Members at Westminster will attract 
attention, as have Jewish Members always in the past— 
that is the historic Jewish role. This time, as their, numbers 
are greater, we may be sure the scrutiny, not always kindly, 
will be proportionately intense. It places upon them one 
and all an additional obligation. They will do well to have 
always in mind that the soundest guarantee of their loyal and 
conscientious devotion to the interests of the State can be 
assured only by. an unwavering individual loyalty to the 
ideals of Judaism on which the glory of Britain has been 
built, and to the sacred destiny of the Jewish people from 
which they are sprung. “ This above all: to thine own self 
be true " The words of Shakespeare have com- 
pelling aptitude in theirs as in all our cases. British 
Jewry has in the past built up a great tradition of 
civic conduct displayed in the heat and rivalries at West- 
minster. The new Jewish M.P.s will, we believe, not be un- 
mindful of it, especially at_a time when the Government 


faces problems and tasks of colossal difficulty, issues 


amongst which the Palestine problem, so supremely im- 
portant to us Jews, is by comparison simple of solution, 
requiring merely a firm and determined resolution to exert 
suprerhe power in behalf of simple justice. Other tasks 
are beset with, complexities and by stupendous difficulties. 
The national interests and the world’s interests demand that 
all who are called upon to consider them and ‘offer upon 
them their counsel shall devote to them their best abilities, 
selflessly, without thought of personal considerations or 
party prospects, dominated always by their consciences and 
directed wholly by their duty. This same attitude is called 
for from British Jewry as a whole, and, indeed, from the 
general non-Jewish citizenry. Whichever party leads the State 
in these distracted times must in fact be “ national ” or fail; 
for only pursuit of the good of all can offer a hope of 
success, “Pray for the peace of the State "—that well- 
known admonition of the Rabbis—has, like so much of 
Rabbinic thought, its modern application, It is not only 
good ethics but sound practical wisdom. 


THE BALKANS AND THEIR JEWS 


TIMES are everywhere troubled just now, and it is axiomatic 
that in such conditions the defenceless Jews always stand to 


‘be sniped at by the ubiquitous enemy. Hence there is no 


cause for surprise at the news that comes trickling through 
from the Balkans, an area and peoples not perhaps for many 
years model examples of halcyon peacefuiness. In Greece, where 
a fight between some who thought that Mr. Churchill's defeat 
ought to be celebrated and those who did not has just led to 
loss of life, glowing promises to the Jewish survivors of 
Nazi atrocities were made by the Government some weeks ago; 
but nothing has been done to redeem them. Indeed, it seems 
that Jewish displaced persons who are Greek citizens cannot 
even get out of the internment cages. In> Bulgaria, where 
loud professions were made of friendship for the Jews. 
especially when this was thought an impressive passport to 
Allied favours, the same dilatoriness has been in evidence. 
and the authorities now propose to forbid the would-be Jewish 
emigrants to Palestine to leave the country. In Rumania, 
there has come into existence a Jewish Committee for the 
complete integration of the local Jewish population in a 
lite of the Rumanian nation,-and the Minister of Justice has 
thought it necessary to announce that “any. other solution 
proffered from abroad “—the reference to Zionism seems onlv 
too plain—* would merely lead .to demagogic agitation.” 
What this probably evanescent politician meant by “ complete 
Jewish integration in the life of the nation” he does not 
seem to have explained. He claimed, however. that there 
was no Jewish problem in Rumania, while admitting that the 
problem of anti-Semitism still remained. And apparently he 
was disposed to attribute. this. to what he called “ Jewish 
reactionary racial superstition,’ which he denounced as 
Hitlerite and Fascist. Rumania is to-day more or less entirely 
dominated by Russia, where, too, no Jewish problem is said 
to exist. The most charitable reading of the Minister's words 


is that he has misunderstood the Soviet’s attitude towards 


its Jews. The Soviet does not cry out for “ complete Jewish 
integration.” It does not now attack “ Jewish reactionary racial 
superstitions.” It merely takes up the attitude that as there 
is no Jewish problem ahywhere, apart from the “cannibalistic” 
tendencies of people with an anti-Semitic complex, it has no 
concern with any solution thereof such as Zionism. But there 
is NO reason to believe that Russia to-day regards with anv 
distavour a natural Jewish desire to reinsure against the possi- 
bility of the Russian analysis proving too optimistic. And 
that reinsurance can only take the form of securing for Jews 
a national home of their own, 


IMPENITENT GERMANS 


THouGH it may be early days yet to appraise the effects 
of thé lifting of the non-fraternisation rule in Germany, 
two letters which we print this week throw considerable 
light on the question as to the wisdom of that step. One of 
them gives some extracts from a letter written from the B.L.A. 
relating the experiences of the writer and a friend, which, the 
former says, reveal how deeply rooted is the Nazi disease jy 
Germany. Two well-educated young girls from one of the 
German Universities, with whom the. writer conversed, were 
quick to assert that one of the few “ sensible” acts the Nazis 
did was to clear Germany of the Jews. When the writer o/ 
the letter told them that he was Jewish, they declared ;; 
impossible because he didn’t fit in with what they had been 
taught and told since childhood. The majority of Germans, sa) s 
our correspondent, have been made to believe that Jews are noi, 


_ and do not even look, human. The second letter referred to 


comes from a Jewish soldier just returned from a visit to the 
“former city of Hamburg.” Among other lurid things he 
reports is that at the. Jewish cemetery there, when the British 
arrived, they had had no time to bury all the dead who had 
been killed, and the chapel on the burial ground was found 
filled with corpses, mahy in a more or less advanced state oj 
decay. “It is,” we are told, “an irrefutable fact that the vas 
majority of the Germans do not think that what they have 
done has been-in any way wrong—let alone crimes for which 
they must be held responsible.” The main fault with these 
people, the previous correspondent asserts, is that they have 
gone too far to be re-educated, and that it will be more simple 


to re-educate the children. But he warns us that, as far as’ 
the Jewish question is concerned, whatever the children are 


taught, back in the home they will get the Nazi perversion 
of the truth. Therefore, he concludes, for years and years 
Germany will be the most anti-Semitic country in the world, 
because it is more or less impossible to destroy what is in 
the minds of whole generations, especially jn the last genera- 
tion of Germans between the ages of 10 and 235, 


THREAT TO PEACE 


Tus is the hate-sodden country to which former Jewish 
citizens are expected to return—their bodies battered and thei 
spirits cowed, nervous and shrinking, moral derelicts inevitab) 
destined for attack by a population that idolises strength and 
despises weakness. Let it not be forgotten that anti-Semitism 


. is the very heart of international aggression. That is why i 


is a standing menace to world peace, Is there any hope for the 
stricken world if it is going to be given more of the material on 
which anti-Semitism feeds? Is there not the danger, too, 
suggested by one of our correspondents, that many English 
boys in. the British Forces in Germany may be serious! 
influenced by the Germans, who are so sure of themselves, 
and so full up with lying propaganda which innocent English 
lads are quite apt to fall for? It is profoundly to be hoped 
that on this and other counts the results of the lifting of 
the “ non-frat.” ban will be closely watched, and in an utter!) 
realistic spirit. We must remember, in this connection, that 
merely “rushing after Russia” is not wise foreign policy or 
helpful planning for Europe. The Russians are peculiarly 
equipped to deal with Nazi ideological poison. The fret 
democracies are not: 


LAW-ABIDING JEWRY 


SoME official records recently published in the Unit®d States. 
and quoted in this issue, present a striking picture of the rela- 
tive absence of crime among our American coreligionists. Both 
in the categories of adults and of juveniles, the evidence which 
was gathered from all parts of the United States points onl 
one way: the Jews provide a remarkably small percentage 
of law-breakers. The facts are all. the more remarkable, 
seeing that nine-tenths of the American Jews, (as compared 
with three-tenths of the general population) are to be found 
in the large and teeming cities, where statistics confirm that 
crime flourishes most.

In citing these facts, 
there is no desire whatever to win applause for what is alter 


. all a purely negative virtue, though of tremendous importance. 


If they have any significance at all, it is that these figures utterly 
refute the charges of criminality that figure so prominent) in 
the anti-Semite’s calumny, and the abominable dishonesty 1!.2! 
cites and magnifies occasional individual Jewish lapses so 4s 
to bolster up the allegation and spread anti-Jewish sentiment. 
This form of activity is psychologically connected with a par- 
ticularly revolting form of n.oral perversion—which ma) 
account for its popularity “With such Nazi degenerates as 
Streicher. One is Jeft wondering at what stage of Jewish

OBITUARY 


MR. SHAKHNO EPSTEIN (Moscow) 


Shakhno Epstein, Executive Secretary of the 
Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee in the U.S.S.R., 
editor of the newspaper Etnikeir, and member of 
the Union of Soviet Writers, died in Moscow last 
week at the age of 64, 

In a tribute paid by M. Lozovsky, head of the 
official Sovict Information. Service, and many 
prominent Jewish writers and publicists, it is stated 
that Epstein gave more than 40 years of his life 
to the revolutionary movement. Under the Tsarist 
regime he was repeatedly arrested, but in 1906 he 
escaped from prison and emigrated to the United 
States. He was active in the Labour Movement and 
worked for the Socialist and later for the Com- 
munist press, 

In 1917, he returned io Russia, and in 1919 
joined the ‘Russian Communist. Party. Shortly 
alterwards he was appointed editor of the Odessa 
Izvestia and the Jewish newspaper Kom- 
MUNISTISHE SHTIM. 
one of the editors of Aagitrosta (Information 
Bulletin). Later he moved to Vitebsk, where he 
edited the newspaper Der SHTERN, In 1920 he 
became editor of the daily Der Emes in Moscow. 
He also edited the literary and political magazine 
Roire Weir and other publications. 


THE LATE MR. MARK ZANGWILL 


A Correspondent writes: 

Mark Zangwill was the least well known of the three 
distinguished brothers, but he had a generous share of 
the family‘ genius in lighter vein. His was not the 
emotional weight of his cider brother, the world-famous 
Isracl nor the deep seriousness of his younger brother, 
Louis, but. like them he was a scholar; and for sheer 
originality, versatility, and effervescent wit there was little 
to choose between Mark and Isracl in their prime. In 
his youth Mark possessed good looks of unusual distinction. 
In age, his tall, stooping figure and silvery head were 
reminiscent of Isracl’s. though the likeness between the 
two Was NOL striking. 

Artist and humorist, playwright, poct and critic, Mark 
never won the measure of success which he deserved. He 
was of a retiring disposition and shunned the iimelght. 
His cpigrams had an irony which bit decp. He illustrated 
several of Isracl’s books in colour. At one time he had 
a studio in HampstcaJ., 

Mark was the only one of the three brothers to reach 
okd age He mellowed beautifully with the years, 
developing a philosophic detachment and serenity, and his 
wit always sparkled, so that in his presence one felt in 
rare company, breathing a more invigorating aic. His 
understanding and sympathy were never lacking. He was 
“Uncle Mark" to more young people than his ftew 
nephews and nieces. 

In his middie seventies he was still writing verse of a 
remarkable Quality and freshness, and in the technique 
of poetry he was a master. By way of mental cxercise, 
he made several fine transiations from Beaudelaire. His 
critical faculties were as alert as ever; morcover, it was 
constructive criticism in which he excelled. His letters, 
flowing with spontancous humour, were always a joy, right 
until the end, and his firm, delicate handwriting never 
wavered. In conversation his wit was as pungent and 
penetrating as in his letters. There was never any dim- 
ming of his brilliant imicliect. 

Of his generation of Zangwills, only his younger sister. 
Mrs. Dina Horn, is left.

Aaron Feinstein (75), one of the oldest of the 
Jewish farmers in Transjordan fifty years ago; 
Dr, Jochanan Hans Lewy (44), born in Berlin, 
and Lecturer in Latin at the’ Hebrew University 
since 1933: Mrs, Rebecca B. Newman, Treasurer 
of the Maida Vale Synagogue Ladies’ Guild; Mr. 
Herman Shulman, one of the three Vice-Chairmen 
of the American Zionist Emergency Council, New 
York: and Rabbi Levi Sternberg (62), Zionist 
worker and Mizrachi leader in Bessarabia, who 
was deported by the Russians to Kazakhstan.

A symposium, “ Whither Jewry—Disintegration 
or Reconstruction ?" was held at the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club on Monday evening. The Chair- 
man was Professor Samson Wright, and the sym- 
— was held under the joint agis of the Jewish 

nity Group and the University of London Jewish 
Union Society. 

Professor Wright said that apart from Palestine, 
Jewry to-day was aimless, not knowing what it 
wanted, not knowing what it was, lacking leader- 
ship and direction, and almost without a desire 
to survive. The Jewish religion in most people 
was mainly a husk without a kernel. For others 
it was a valley of dry bones. 

Mr. Paul Goodman spoke on the social aspect of 
the problem and declared that the gravest issue 
which faced the Anglo-Jewish Community to-day 
was that of inter-marriage. But he believed that 
Jews would survive, because they could not help 
but do so. 

Dayan M. Swift said that they could not catch 
a vision of the Diviné unless their footsteps were 
properly placed on earth. The way to Heaven, he 
declared, was through earth, and the way to God 
was through man. Judaism, to him, was not con- 
cerned with Heaven, but with their limbs and with 
their senses. They had associated religion too much 
with Heaven and too little with earth. Torah was 
a civilisation; it was an order by which men should 
live and which united the whole Body of Man, 
making him one unit and one unity of purpose. 
The trouble with Jewry, and Anglo-Jewry par- 
ticularly, was that they lacked: unity of purpose. 


Scope of Jewish Education 


Dr. |. Fishman, the Deputy Education Officer of 
ihe Joimt Emergency Commitice for Jewish 
Religious Education, said that there was now in 
this country a strong central organisation which 
had as us set purpose the reconstruction of Jewish 
education. Hts purpose was not to confine Jewish 
education to the children in the Synagogue classes 
and Talmud Torahs. It now included the Youth 
Societies, Clubs, and every kind of social society 
in this country, and beyond that it was also now. 
aiming, for the first time in the history of Jewish 
education in this country, at the adults. 

Dr. S. Rawidowicz said sometimes one felt as if 
the whole world was an internment camp for Israel, 
and they had to feel the tragedy of Jewry to-day 
io understand this.sense of PsM—of suffocation 
which the Jew felt in the year 1945. In every Jew 
there was something perpetually and incessantly 
disappearing and yet returning to life, and this 
conception was one of the most intriguing and im- 
portant problems of Jewish history and Jewish 
thought. They needed something new, a movement. 
not a party—they already had too many parties— 
of thought, of vision and action, which should be 
able to bridge the gulf between disintegration and 
reconstruction. For he must say that he questioned 
the title of their symposium. It was wrong to ask 
Whither Jewry—Disintegration® or Reconstruc- 
tion ?”" These two were really parallel, or rather 
they were simultaneous processes. The speaker fe- 
called Herzl as an cxample and said that they had 
to understand this principle, of the simultaneous 
processes of Jewish disintegration and reconstruc- 
tion.

FRANSATLANTIC TRAVEL 
PROSPECTS 
By “GREEN FLAG ” 

Before the war, Jews in large numbers used to 
travel between England and America both for. busi- 
ness and pleasure, and now, quite a number of 
people wre beginning to write in to me to ask about 
the actual prospects of a free-for-all resumption 
of transatlantic traffic. Well, frankiy cannot 
believe there will be any drastic change in the 
present restricted conditions for some time to come. 
True, there are many thousands of people, such 
as the wives of American Servicemen, who are all 
ready to sail. They, no doubt, will be sent across 
very soon: And there will be a ceriain number of 
business men who by. bringing busimess (and much- 
wanied dollars) to Britain, will able to obtain 
the necessary official permission to leave—and also 
the dollar allowance on which to live once they 
get to the other side. This allowance at the moment 
i nominally one sum of £10 (46 dollars), which 
can only be increased at the discretion of the 
authorities in special cases. Forty dollars is just 
cnough tokeep one personin board and lodging only 
in America for about five days. So, unless and until 
he can get more dollars to spend, the man-in-the- 
street had better forget about a trip to America. 
It is not so much, as many sé€em to think, a matter 
of available shipping: the position of the Anglo- 
American monetary arrangements is the chret 
obstacle to the quick restart of general civilian 
passenger traffic. 

There can be no doubt, however, that the good 
times will be coming again, perhaps within a year. 
As for encouraging Americans to come over here 
with dollars to spend, I cannot see how this can 
be done until we have the necessary food and 
accommodation in this country. <A holiday here 
on present-day British rations and under current 
conditions of housing and hotel accommodation is 
going to be a great hardship for Americans after 
what they have been used to. The Queen Mary 
and Queen Elizabeth will, I believe, be rcleased 
as soon as military exigencies permit and will be 

uickly refitted on the same excellent lines as before 
the war. I envisage some such thing as round-trip 
cruises to. America (at an all-in sterling rate), 
whereby the passenger will have the whole of his 
allowance of 40 dollars (or whatever is allowed) to 
spend on entertainment and sightseeing. The ship 
will act as his hotel during the four or five days it 
lies at the famous Pier 90. 

In any case readers of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
may be assured that as soon as circumstances 

rmit they will be fully mformed, as they were 
before the war, of every development in the world 
of travel.

bicycle, that they were not allowed to enter any public park 
or st of any public seat. Bat is it also known that these 
people were slowly starved to death” That their rations were 
almost completely cut? A solicitor friend of minc was caved 
only duc to the fact that his wife is a Gentile. The old 

lived on one ration card for many years. and now 
my friend is suffering from the consequences of severe 
uncdernourishment. At the Jewish cemetery, when the 
British arrived they had no time to bury all the dead 
who had been killed. and the chapel on the burial grounds 
was found filled with corpses, many in a more of less 
edvanced state of decay 1 was shown the bloodstains on 
the floors. It is an irrefutable fact that the vast majority of 
the Germans do not think that what they have done has been 
in any way wrong—ict alone crimes for which they must 
be held responsible. A number of former stout sapporters 
of the foul Nazi doctrines are still living comfortably and 
undisturbed in their lovely villas in the suburbs of Ham- 
bure —Crn.

If Mr. Montefiore had as extensive a knowledge of the 
Jewish tradition and of Jewish history as he has of the 
Christian tradition and English history he could not have 
indulged. even facetiously, in comparisons between the 
London » Din and Papal or Episcopal Courts. li is 
a compicte misconception to say that the Beth Din 
claims the right to “ summon Orthodox believers before 
the bar of its tribunal” and I am amazed to learn that 
the terms of my motion have been so understood.

RELIGION IN SECONDARY 
SCHOOLS 
A General Ruling by the Minister 


From the Rev. Dr. I. W. SLOTKI 
(Education Adviser, Manchester Jewish Education 
Board) 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Crronicis 


Sit. —At a recent meeting of the J.E.C.. as re- 
Ported in your columns, Dr. 1. Fishman stated that 
the “1.C.C., with its. broadminded and liberal 
attitude.” had now granted permission for Jewish 
religious instruction to be given at the North 
Hackney Central School, and that an approach to 
the authority was being made “in regard to another 
school." Dr. Nathan Morris added that “ the 
Ministry had also cordially approved” of the 
generous interpretation. 

I am now in a position to state that the Minister 
of Education has most generously interpreted the 
new Act not ofily for London, but for every part 
of the country to which the Education Act applies. 

In an official letter I have just received, the 
Minister of Education says: 


“ There would appear to be some misunderstanding as 
to the operation of the proviso to Section 26 of the Educa- 
tion Act 1944. The case quoted in the Explanatory 
Memorandum . . Was given as an cxample of the kind 
of situation in which the circumstances contemplated in 
the proviso to Section 26 of the act would be most likely 
to arise, but the operation of the Section is nor necessarily 
limited to such cases (my italics) 

“ As you will observe,”’ the letter continues, “ from the 
provisions of the Section, the primary consideration is that 
the secondary school concernesa is so situated that * arrange- 
ments cannot conveniently be made for the withdrawal of 
Pupils . . . tO receive religious instruction clsewhere.’ that is 
to say, where there is.no building reasonably accessibic 
to which the children could be withdrawn for denomina- 
tional instruction.” 


This important interpretation and: ruling leaves 
the practicai application of the proviso almost 
entirely in the hands of each Local Education 
Authority, who are now expected to provide facili- 
ties for the carrying out of arrangements for 
denominational religious instruction, “ unless they 
are satisfied that owing to any special circum- 
Stances it would be unreasonable so to do.” All 
the local authority has to be satisfied with is: 

(a) that the parents of the pupils desire them to 
receive religious instruction in. the school in accordance 
with the tenets of a particular rcligious denomination; and 
(b) that satisfactory arrangements have been made for the 
provision of such instruction for those pupils in school and 

that the cos will not fall upon the authorities.” 


An excellent means is thus made available 


_ whereby, with due tact and delicate handling, all 


interested Jewish communities in the country may 
be enabled to secure from their respective Local 
Education Authorities the right of entry into their 
secondary schools, be emphasised, how- 
ever—as I did im these columns as soon as the 
White Paper was published and as you in your 
instructive editorials and as others since have 
cordially endorsed—that the Jewish reijgious im- 


- §truction in the secondary schools can only. be 


regarded as’an addition or as an incentive to the 
instruction provided by the Jewish communities in 
their own educational! institutions, 

The value of our entry into the secondary schools 
does not he in the actual religious instruction to 
be imparted during the scanty minutes the school 
can allot to the subject, but rather in the personal 
contacts to be estaBlished between the Jewish 
teachers and that section of our youth. most of 


which at the age of 13 had severed connections with 


the Talmud Terah or Synagogue classes. This con- 
tact would or should enable our teachers to attract 
this presumably intellectual section of Jewish youth 
to our Study Circles, Continuation Classes, and 
similar institutions for the advance of Jewish know- 
ledge’ and . tradition. ;

The Brigade is to be stationed around Tournay, 
near the French border, but the Palestinian Royal 
Army Service Corps companies and the Royal 
Engineers, which are composed of Palestinian Jews, 
will remain in Italy. 

Captain Leon Shalit, son of the late Mr. Mark 

Shalit, of London, is in command of an. advanced 
unit which has been preparing quarters for the 
Jewish Brigade. He told a correspondent that the 
men of the Brigade consider it an unbelievable out- 
rage that many months after liberation Jews are 
still confined as though they were prisoners and 
are treated in the same way as enemy subjects. 
They are underfed, still wear prison garb, and are 
given no hope for the future. 
« There were heart-breaking scenes as the Jewish 
Brigade passed camps in Germany and Italy and 
the Jews spied their shoulder-flashes and reécog- 
mised them as Palestinian Jews In Italy, Captain 
Shalit said, the population showed some sympathy 
with the inmates of the camps and was, trying to 
help them. Oh the other hand, many Germans 
showed no sign of remorse. A German woman, 
looking at an Allied poster with pictures of German 
atrocities, expressed herself as outraged by the 
“ bad taste’ of taking such pictures, but seemed 
completely unmoved by the atrocities the poster 
revealed. 


Jewish Cookery — 


FOR LUNCH OR SUPPER 
Sammer Salad 


Line a bowl with crisp lettuce leaves, mix together 
a cupful each cooked peas, diced cooked potato, 
and sliced cooked carrot, add a little finely chopped 


spring onion and mint, and moisien with salad 
dressing. Heap up on the lettuce and serve with 
mint sauce. 


Potato and Sardine Salad 

Mix the oil from a tin of sardines with a littic 
dry mustard, salt, pepper, and sugar, and gradually 
add 2 tablespoonfuls vinegar. Slice or dice abou 
1 Ib. warm potatoes, season with sali, pepper, 
chopped spring onion, or chives, pour over the 
oil and vinegar dressing and heap up in the centre 
of a dish. Put the sardines on lettuce leaves around 
and garnish with sliced beetroot or tomaiges, tufts 
of watercress and radish roses. Sprinkle potatoes 
with chopped parsicy. 

Scalloped Fish and Potatoes 

Diced cooked potato, 2 cups; cooked fish 2 cups. 
white sauce, 14 cups; dried crumbs; chopped 
spring onion or chives; salt and pepper. 

App onion (or chives), salt, and pepper to 
potatoes and put half in the bottom of a greased 
fireproof dish. Add fish and half the sauce, then 
cover with remaining potato and pour over the res: 
of the sauce. Sprinkle over brown crumbs, dot with 
margarine, heat through and brown in a quick 


oven. 
Stuffed Pancakes 
Sieve ints a bowl 4 oz. flour and 1 tablespoon- 


ful dried egg powder, mix to a smooth batter with 


: pt. milk, add 2 tablespoonfuls hot water and 
oz. grated cheese. Season with salt and pepper and 
make some thin pancakes. Put a little hot vege- 
table mixture in the centre of each and roll up 
Serve garnished with green peas and grilled halt- 
tomatoes. 

For the Filling: Dice any Ieft over cooked 
vegetables (or use left over green peas and sliced 
carrot) and heat through in well seasoned thick 
white sauce.

HOLIDAYS 


By AUNTIE 


AS this is hohday time, | think it will be in order 
to have a holiday chat. I know that you will 

all agree with me that holidays are an excel- 
lent institution, and of all the proverbs in which the 
experience of the ages is enshrined, none has more 
truth in it than that which says that “ all work and 
no play makes Jack a dull boy.” The human 
frame is really a nicely adjusted machine, and as 
any engmeecr will tell you, no machine has yet been 
made that will go without fatigue and without need 
of a rest and overhaul at regular intervals. 3 

But holidays and rest come after the labour. The 
Rabbis have quite a lot to say about the dignity 
of labour. Everyone, they agree, should work as a 
matier of necessity, and they are loud in their con- 
demnation of idleness and sloth. Some of the 
greatest Rabbis in Israel earned their livelihood in 
quite humble employment, spending part of the time 
in work and the other part in teaching. There were 
some sages who were shoemakers and others black- 
smiths, and you can read in the Ethics of the 
Fathers (part of the Sabbath Mincha Service from 
Pesach until Rosh Hashana) about the trades of the 
Rabbis. For example, in-last week's chapter we 
read about R. Jochanan, the sandal-maker. The 
Prophets and the Rabbis had as one of their doc- 
trines “ despise not any man,”’ for all men are 
equal, and each man has his own work todo. The 
only thing to be despised was lack of any useful 
employment. 

Our Jewish system of life has always made pro- 
vision for rest and holidays. The Sabbath 1s a 
Jewish institution, and although it. has been 
adopted and copied in some form or other by the 
whole world, few nations or peoples have accepted 
the day as the complete rest which is a feature of

our Shabbat. Also, throughout our Jewish calendar, 
certain days .are set aside as joyous bolidays, on 
which we cease from ordinary work.

Consideration 


NE of the most disquieting features of our 
times is the decay of consideration for others 
so obviously manifest about us. The war, 

which first brought people together in the common 
realisation of their peril, has long ceased to operate 
that way, and in.fact has tended in its latter stages, 
particularly since the European war ended, to drive 
people into sectional groups, often hostile and 
suspicious of others. 
The rationing of so many essentials is an 
inevitable source of the drying up of hospitality 
and camaraderie. To keep open house, which was 
formerly the pride of the housewife, is virtually 
impossible under the rationing system. Even the 
children, once so carefully taught to offer round 
their sweets before themselves partaking, have now 
learnt to hoard their own particular ration and 
t guard it with the utmost closeness from their 
brothers and sisters and friends. 

This decay of common civility and consideration, 
which once made life pleasant, must not now go un- 
opposed, Some definite and practical steps should 
be taken to see that, despite the difficulty of offer- 
ing to others what is so hard to come by for one- 
self, consideration and good feeling towards other 
people is not allowed to fade out altogether. 

' Qne potential source of lack of consideration is 
‘the uncertainty about the ultimate direction of 
affairs in a world that is emerging from the ghastly 
ordeal of total -war. Will life be regulated 
indefinitely? It seems that with the appalling con- 
ditions into which the war has plunged the world, 
it ss mevitable that to a large, even a major extent, 
an organised system of relief must replace the 
individual philanthropic effort, and thus do away with 
the persona! sense of purification that the dispensing 
of mercy and charity has always effected. 
Individ methods to-day are’ simply useless to 
cone with the flood of misery “that has been let 
oose. 

So in attempting to restore to mankind some of 

those old better fcelings, some new method must 


ways of her own household, often knows only too 
well that in doing so it is at the expense of her 
neighbours, whom she would like to care for as 
well. Yet, can she, when after waiting in a long 
queue she takes the last of a scarce commodity, 
study the feelings of those behind her who have 
also waited in the hot sun or the rain—unless she 
deprives her own family of much-needed nourish- 
ment? Can she, under preseat conditions, practice 
that charity, consideration, and loving-kindness 
towards her neighbour that were once her pride 
and. glory? 


Children in Buses 


Then, when the education of the young is con- 
‘sidered, it-will be seen that there is quite obviously 
a great talling off to be anticipated ’ of those 
principles of good conduct that were once instilled 
into htth children from theic tenderest years. 
Nobody. to-day can board a bus full of school- 
children, be shoved into a corner, have the feet 
trodden on, be poked with innumerable sticks and 

* satchels carried by small boys and girls, or be 
deafened by their shouting and screaming, without 
observing here a very steep decline in human train- 
ing. . Yet those children have possibly waited mn a 
queue in inclement weather, and quite reasonably feel 
entitled to the fullest exercise of the privilege 
of riding m tha bus. Useless to. lecture such 
children when. they allow an elderly woman with 
a shopping basket fully laden to stagger about the 
bus while they sit. 

Nevertheless, they can and they should be taught 
to exercise far more consideration than they do: 
QOuite litle children to-day demand what they want 
and often get it from parents too weary to expostu- 
late. Even if mn adult life we are forced to exclude 
from our hearts and from our habits so much that 
has raised man from the level of the animal, there 
is no reason for our abandoning the struggle 
altogether and permitting our children to grow up 
without the influence of thoughtfulness for one 
another as a basic moral principle. .-In fact, just 
because the present trend 1s so necessarily selfish, 
we should instil into our children an even wider 
sense. of compassion and feeling if we are to 
counteract in their growing = personalities the 
present baleful influences. 

There is no reason to do this..in a. spirit of 

=f hypocrisy. Children can understand and appreciate 
4 what is put to them simply and in downright 
terms. They know only too well the difficulties 
of obtaining goods,.and they appreciate the fact 
that a meagre ration for everybody must. still 
replace the plentiful supplies which once were avail- 
able. Teach them that rationing itself ts a form 
of self-control and. self-discipline, and that their 
own short commons are a means for everybody to 
have a little instead of just a few having too much. 
Otherwise, it is to be teared that lack of considera- 
tron will become a lasting feature in society.

THE DUKE’S “ POST” 


“Best of Both Worlds” Policy 


The issue of the Duke of Bedford's Propte’s Post 
18, 1945, contains some comments on 
Justice for the Jew.” This is a follow-up of an

The Duke begins by stating that the original 
article “ brought. general agreement from sub- 
scribers. It also brought us a considerable amount 
of abuse from extraordinarily assorted quarters. 
Tue Jewish CHronicie and the Worker,” it 
alleges, “ were, as usual, in complete unison, and 
attacked us vigorously for anti-Semitism, while 
several prominent anti-Semites wrote indignant 
letters accusing ts of ‘shirking the issue” and 
being ‘ half-allies of the Jews. ae 

“ Jeremiads from the two Jewfsh |sic] papers,” the 
Duke goes on, “ ignore the fact that we carefully 
dissociate ourselves from the case put up by the 
anti-Semite and equally carefully put the case of 
the pro-Semite. The attitude of our anti- 
Semntic friends is not so surprising. They have 
been goaded by the complete indifference of the 
press and polijicians to a very real problem into 
trying to counterbalance that indifference by 
making attacks upon Jews the whole point and 
purpose of their existence. They ignore the fact 
that, tf every Jew left this country to-morrow, the 
condition of our people would be little better unless 
the system under which we live was radically. 
altered. . . . It happens also to be a widespread 
belief that the Jewish community, as a _ whole, 
stands by this exploitation and debasement. . .” 

Below this article there is a long quotation from 
“ Gothic Ripples,” an anti-Jewish publication—" a 
periodical report on the Jewish question in world 
affairs ""—issuecd by the rabid racist, Arnold Leese, 
former leader of the Imperial Fascist League.

Britis) Legion 
of St. George.” Amery, counsel alleged, appealed 
to all Britons “to answer this call to arms im the 
defence of our homes and children and of all 
civilisation against Asiatic and Jewish bestiality.” 

M. Georges’ Block, a member of the judicial 
delegation at Antwerp, in the course of his 
evidence, alleged that Amery said that i would 
have been in the interest of England to have 
agreed to the plan for peace suggested by the 
Germans on July 19. 1940, and would have been | 
against the mierest of Jewry and plutocracy; Mr. 
Churchill, however, would have nothing to do with 
this peace offer, because he defended the intcrests 
of Jewry and plutocracy. 

Amery. who pleaded “ not guilty and reserved 
his defence, was committed for trial at the Central 
Criminal Court

PLEA FOR “FREE PORT” 
REFUGEES 

More than a hundred prominent American 
citizens. including Professor Albert Einstein, Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt, and Mr. Herbert H. Lehman, 
have petitioned the . President and Government 
Departments concerned, to free the- 968 refugees 
from the Government shelter at Fort Ontario, the 

“ Free Port’. established m Oswego. 
Declaring that “ while Americans are fighting to 
establish freedom and human dignity throughout 
the world, it is scarcely to be tolerated that anti- 
Nazi refugees should be confined against their will 
at Fort Ontario,” the group, acting as the Sponsors 
Committee of the Friends of Fort Ontario Guest- 
Refugees, recommended mt the. Government 


(1) Give the refugees at Fort Ontario their im- 
mediate freedom to live and work wherever they 
choose in the United States; and regularise, as 
quickly as possible, the status of those who 
normally would have been eligible for immigration ; 

(2) Facilitate the repatriation, or emigration to 
other countries, of those who desire it; and 

(3) Declare it to be the policy of the United 
States. that no law-abiding political or religious 
refugee should be repatriated or sent to another 
country against his will.

years. Mr. James de Rothschild, who had resigned

ate Government, has now been seappointed as a 
director of the corporation. 


CONTINUED GROWTH 


Ihe report and accounts reflect once again the 
continued growth of the undertaking. The gross 
revenue was 18.1 per cent. higher than im the pre- 
ceding year; 53 transformers with @ total capacity 
of 5,665 kVA were put into commission in 1944; 46 
kilometres were added to our transmussion and dis- 
tribution system.
